The park, which has not yet 
been named, is situated along 
Tohickon Creek in Haycock, Noc- 
kamixon.

WASHINGTON (U PI)-A n indus- 
trialist told a House labor sub­ 
committee Monday that it costs 
his firm an extra 30 cents an hour 
to employ a woman. He said that 
amounted to an extra outlay of 
$4.8 million last year. 
W. Boyd Owen, vice president 
for personnel of the Owens-Illinois 
Glass Co., appeared in opposition 
to legislation that would require 
employers in interstate commerce 
to equalize pay rates of men and 
women doing work of equal char­ 
acter and skill.

(UPI) - Bataan 
survivor Noble Frank Smith and 
his wife had congressional help 
today in their struggle to avoid 
paying a wartime debt to the 
government. 
Smith, a former Marine ser­ 
geant and now an Onarga farmer, 
says the government has billed 
him for $1,421 for help given his 
war-stranded wife and son while 
he was trying to stay alive in 
Philippine prison camps.
